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TERMS OF REFERENCE OF THE STANDING 
COMMITTEES 


The Prevention and Early Treatment Committee 


‘* To secure for psychology and psychiatry a position in the medical curriculum more 
commensurate with their importance, and to further the closer association of psychology 
and general medicine; to combat the prevailing ignorance and superstition with which 
the general public regard mental disease; to educate medical students and nurses as to the 
true nature of mental disorder, and its intimate relationship to disorders of the body; to 
further the establishment of clinics and out-patient departments for the early treatment 
of mental disorders, and to encourage social service in connection therewith; to remove 
formalities and prejudices which tend either to postpone the effective treatment of mental 
disorder, or to divorce its treatment from that of physical disease; to encourage facilities 
for prophylactic treatment; to study the mental hygiene of child life in relation to parental 
responsibility and education, and to emphasize the importance of a knowledge of psychology 
among school medical officers and teachers.’’ 


The Mental Hospitals Committee 


**To encourage interest in the entry of patients into mental hospitals and in their 
subsequent care and treatment; to raise the standard of general medical education of all 
those engaged in nursing the mentally disordered; to investigate the existing arrangements 
for visiting in mental hospitals, and to facilitate the organization of After-Care; to assist 
in removing the stigma which handicaps those who have been mentally ill; to promote 
a closer liaison between the medical officers of mental hospitals and the general body of 
the profession.”’ 


The Social Problems Committee 


‘*-To study the causes and prevention of mental disorder (in co-operation with other 
Standing Committees as found necessary) and of mental deficiency; to study criminality, 
dependency, vagrancy, prostitution, and allied social problems, in so far as these are failures 
of adjustment by reason of mental disorder or defect; to inquire into the working of the 
Mental Deficiency Act and, where necessary, into such legislative measures as might have 
a bearing on these subjects, with a view to their amendment or revision.”’ 


The General Purposes Committee 


‘*To devise methods of bringing the work of the Council prominently before the 
public, and to constitute a direct link, through the Executive, between the Council and 
the general public; to consider schemes for raising money; to assist in the organizing 
of Conferences, Health Exhibitions, Lecture Courses, etc., from the point of view of public 
appeal; to prepare pamphlets and other publicity material and propaganda for the public.”’ 


AIMS AND OBJECTS OF THE COUNCIL 


The Council aims at a general improvement in the mental health of the com- 
munity, and the prevention of mental and nervous disorders. This involves careful 
study of social life and environment, and better education of public opinion on 
questions of mental health and disease. 


The Council hopes to further these general aims by the following means: 


(1) A scientific study of mental disease and defect by competent persons, with a 
special emphasis on prevention; 

(2) by promoting a wider acceptance of psychiatry in medical schools and else- 
where, and an improvement in the legal and social attitudes towards mental illness; 

(3) a study of crime and delinquency, and the encouragement of humane treat- 
ment and legislation; 

(4) the promotion of study of the mental problems of childhood in relation to 
parental responsibility and school life; 

(5) by encouraging the extension of early treatment facilities. 


In pursuit of these objects, the Council desires to assist the work of all other 
agencies concerned with mental hygiene, and to co-operate with them. A close 
association is maintained with Mental Hygiene organizations throughout the world. 
The Council organizes lectures and Mental Health Conferences, and issues instructive 
pamphlets and a quarterly Journal.

A free copy of each issue of the quarterly journal ‘‘ Mental Health ”’;

to these at specially reduced rates; a vote in the business of the Council, 
and eligibility for Committees, etc. 


(b) Associate Members who, on payment of an annual fee of five shillings, are 
entitled to use the Library and receive notices of all lectures, conferences, meetings, etc. 


Donations are cordially invited. Funds are urgently needed to meet increasing 
and new demands on the Council’s services, especially those brought about by 
war conditions. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL, 
1940-1941 | 


HE Council’s financial year, which until recently has been from 

January Ist to December 31st, has now been changed to cover the 

period April Ist to March 31st. This decision was made so as to 
have a uniform date with other allied organizations with which we are 
actively co-operating. In view of this new arrangement and in order to 
secure the necessary sequence, the present Report deals with a period of 
fifteen months, namely, from January Ist, 1940, to March 31st, 1941. 
It should further be noted that the published Accounts and the Subscrip- 
tion List include two years’ subscriptions received from members during 
the period in question for 1940 and 1941. 

For reasons which will be readily understood the Council’s Report 
must necessarily be presented this year in an abbreviated form. Although 
normal undertakings have had to be curtailed, the Council’s activities 
have not diminished. New problems and opportunities for service have 
arisen, and the Council has demonstrated its.ability to adapt itself and 
to render valuable assistance under war conditions. 

It is satisfactory to note that the subject of mental health is coming 
more and more into its own, and has received an impetus denied to it in 
the more leisurely times of peace. Present conditions have brought 
about a more general acceptance of mental health as an indispensable 
adjunct to the country’s Public Health and Social Welfare Services, 
a tendency which augurs well for post-war reconstruction. Although 
the war has not so far produced any appreciable increase in nervous 
disorders, the great changes in our national life are bringing to the 
forefront persons who are suffering from nervous and emotional reactions. 
Many of these are encountered in Air Raid Shelters, Rest Centres, and 
First Aid Posts. Evacuation of the civilian population has also brought 
its own problems. A pressing need has developed for making special 
provision for nervous and difficult children, the sub-normal, epileptics, 
and neurotics of old-standing. To these problems the Council, in common 
with kindred societies, has been devoting considerable attention. 


The Mental In our last Report we referred to the Mental Health 


Health Emergency Committee which was set up prior to the 
Emergency outbreak of hostilities with a view to arranging for 
Committee joint action by its three constituent bodies, the National 


Council for Mental Hygiene, the Central Association 
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for Mental Welfare, and Child Guidance Council, in regard to wartime 
problems. Thus economy of effort and the avoidance of overlapping 
have been secured. Each organization continues to be responsible for 
its own particular work, but the closest co-operation is maintained with 
the Mental Health Emergency Committee on all problems directly 
affected by the present situation. Approaches to Government departments 
are arranged through that body. 

A report on the work of this Committee covering the period January, 
1939, to April, 1941, is printed separately, and copies may be obtained on 
application to the Council. Among the Committee’s special activities 
may be mentioned its service of loaning workers to Billeting Authorities 
in reception areas where they have assisted in dealing with evacuees, in 
finding special billets for difficult cases, and in helping in the selection of 
children for hostels. Workers have also been sent to bombed areas and 
thus afford help in dealing with air raid victims in Shelters and Rest 
Centres who are suffering from emotional shock and nervous disorders. 
As a result of the valuable services so rendered, Local Authorities have in 
several instances officially appointed psychiatric social workers. 

The Mental Health Emergency Committee has appointed several 
Regional Representatives in order that help and advice on mental health 
problems may be obtained locally. Others will be appointed, as soon as 
funds allow, in view of the increasing importance of establishing a Centre 
of Information in each Region. 


The New _ It was with great regret that the Council received the resigna- 
Chairman tion of Mr. Walter Roch, who had been Chairman and 

Hon. Treasurer since 1936, and had previously held the 
position of Vice-Chairman. This step became necessary: owing to 
increasing duties occasioned by the war which made it difficult for 
Mr. Roch to give the necessary time and attention to the affairs of | 
the Council. 

We have, however, been fortunate in securing as his successor the 
Right Hon. Lord Alness, P.C., who has always been keenly interested in 
Mental Health, and has been associated for some time past with the 
Child Guidance Council and the Tavistock Clinic. Lord Alness assumed 
office as Chairman of the Council in July, 1940, and Dr. Crichton-Miller, 
to whom we are very much indebted, consented to succeed Mr. Roch as 
Hon. Treasurer. 

The Council also received with regret the nates owing to 
increasing hospital duties, of Dr. George Somerville as Joint Hon. 
Secretary. Dr. Somerville has rendered the Council valuable service 
during a large number of years, and we are glad to report that he has 
consented to remain a member of the Committee. It was decided not 
to fill during the war the vacancy caused by this resignation, Dr. Odlum 
having consented to act as sole Hon. Secretary to the Council. 
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Lectures = The Council’s activities during the period under review have 

been to a large extent directed to organizing lectures for 
A.R.P. and First Aid workers, for those in charge of Rest Centres, and 
for nurses, teachers, etc., on practical methods of dealing with cases of 
nervous manifestations under war conditions. Many such lectures, which 
have been in every instance warmly received and well attended, were given 
in various parts of the country, notably in districts of Sussex (by arrange- 
ment with the Sussex Rural Community Council), Lancashire, Cumber- 
land, and at Bath, Gloucester, Oldham and Watford, as well as in a 
number of Metropolitan boroughs, and also to the various units of the 
Port of London River Emergency Service. There has been a constant 
and keen demand for these lectures, but many opportunities for giving 
them have been lost, as the Council has not been in a position to defray 
the expenses involved, and in a large number of cases local authorities 
and other bodies have intimated that they have no funds available for 
the purpose. Early in 1941, however, the Mental Health Emergency 
Committee kindly placed a sum of money at the disposal of the Council 
which enabled it to arrange free lectures in a considerable number of 
districts in Lancashire. The Council wishes to pay tribute to the valuable 
assistance given in this area by Miss Elizabeth Martland, Hon. Secretary 
of the Oldham Council for Mental Health, and the Regional Representa- 
tive of the Mental Health Emergency Committee, whose enthusiasm and 
indefatigable efforts have greatly contributed to advances and improve- 
ments in the mental health field in that Region. 

By arrangement with the Home Office a number of lectures on 
Mental Health has been given to aliens in Internment Camps in the 
country, and these have been enthusiastically received and greatly 
appreciated. 

During the early part of 1940 a series of lectures for the general public 
was given by the Council at Bournemouth. A Mental Health lecture 
was also provided as part of an intensive week-end training course for 
nurses employed in factories or business houses held last June at the 
Royal College of Nursing. In co-operation with the Child Guidance 
Council and the Conference of Educational Associations plans were made 
to hold last autumn a one-day Conference in London on Psychological 
Problems of the War as they affect Teachers, but it was not found possible 
to proceed with the arrangements owing to the intensive air raids. 


Mental Hygiene In our last Report we referred to the production of a 
Film wartime film dealing with the prevention and treat- 

ment of fear. The Council gave expert assistance in 
the preparation of this film which, under the title of “‘ Fear and Peter 
Brown ”’ and featuring Nicholas Hannen and Stephen Haggard, was 
produced in the summer of 1940 and generally released. The film 
received a good press, and it has since been shown to over three-quarters 
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of a million people at cinemas throughout the United Kingdom. The 
British Council also included the film in their list for showing at the 
New York World Fair. It is hoped that a 16 mm. copy, suitable for 
private hire, will later be available.

Publications The Council has prepared for the Ministry of Health 

Emergency Medical Service a Directory of Out-Patient 
Clinics for functional mental and nervous disorders in the United Kingdom 
and Northern Ireland. Copies have been circulated by the Ministry to all 
‘* neuroses centres ’’ and to the Services. The compilation of this Directory 
involved a lengthy and detailed enquiry, and the Council has reason to 
believe that the Directory will prove of the utmost practical value in 
relation to prevention and early treatment. 

Owing to increased demands the Council has published a revised 
edition of the Notes prepared by Dr. Doris Odlum for those in charge of 
First Aid Posts, Air Raid Shelters and Rest Centres. These include a list 
of Clinics to which persons showing signs of emotional and nervous 
instability may be referred for advice and treatment. 

A valuable series of articles entitled Psychological Problems of the 
War as they affect the Nurse, designed to help the general nurse in 
understanding the psychological implications of illnesses, especially war 
casualties, was contributed by various medical members of the Council 
to the Nursing Mirror, and published in the February and March, 1940, 
issues of that journal. 


** Mental Health’? The arrangement by which the quarterly journal 
Mental Health is now issued jointly by the Council, 
the Central Association for Mental Welfare, and the Child Guidance 
Council, has worked very satisfactorily and the new publication has been 
generally welcomed. In spite of the difficulties connected with printing 
and paper restrictions, pre-war standards have been adhered to as far as 
possible, and it is felt that the present journal will make a wider appeal, 
covering as it does the whole field of mental health The Editorial Board 
consists of representatives of the three organizations, namely, Dr. Doris 
Odlum, Miss Evelyn Fox and Colonel R. G. Gordon, M.D., F.R.C.P. 


Press Service Owing to present conditions it has not been found 

practicable to continue the Council’s 24-hour Press 
Information Service, and this has therefore been suspended for the 
duration of the war. 
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Lord Memorial At the invitation of the Society of the Crown of Our 
Competition Lord, the Council has now taken over the administra- 
tion of this competition, founded by the Society in 
1935 in memory of the late Dr. J. R. Lord, C.B.E., who was for many years 
Medical Superintendent of Horton Mental Hospital and also Joint 
Honorary Secretary to the Council. A sum of £160 has been handed 
over to the Council, and it has been invested in 3 per cent. Funding Stock 
1959/1969. The interest will be used for the money prize and medal 
awarded each year to the candidate who submits the best essay on some 
aspect of mental nursing. The competition has up to the present been 
limited to male and female nurses of the rank of staff, charge or chief 
charge, in the mental hospitals of England and Wales. 
The 1940 prize of £4 was awarded to Sister Eileen B. Mason of 
De La Pole Hospital, Willerby, near Hull, for her essay on How can the 
Nurse help the Refractory Patient ? which was published in the January, 
1941, number of Mental Health. Reprints of the 1939 winning essay, 
Mental Nursing as a Career, submitted by Staff Nurse Irene V. Liddell, 
are being extensively used by the London County Council in connection 
with a mental nursing recruiting campaign which they have inaugurated. 


The Standing With a view to reducing the number of meetings and 
Committees the routine work involved, it was decided that the 

Council’s four Standing Committees—the Prevention 
and Early Treatment Committee, the Mental Hospitals Committee, the 
Social Problems, and the General Purposes Committees, should meet as a 
Joint Committee during the war period, and should be called as required 
by the Executive. 

Among the problems to which the Joint Committee has given 
attention is mental testing in the Services, the need for eliminating the 
mentally unfit, and, by suitable grading, of making the best possible use 
of the abilities of recruits. Early action in the matter was urged in order 
to prevent a repetition of the conditions which prevailed in the last war, 
and the subsequent burden of expenditure which the nation had to bear 
in connection with cases of neuroses discharged from the Services. 
A memorandum containing recommendations with regard to the psycho- 
logical examination of recruits and the development and extension of 
psychiatric facilities in the Services was prepared for the Army Council 
and the Ministry of Labour. It was supported by the British Medical 
Association, the Royal Medico-Psychological Association and the 
British Psychological Society. Further action on the subject has, 
however, been discontinued in view of indications which suggest 
that a modified system of mental testing is to be introduced in the 
Services. 

Other matters deait with by the Joint Committee included psycho- 
logical problems in the Women’s Services, wartime mental health 
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propaganda, and the organization of lectures for foreign nationals and 
internees. 


Finance That the Council has been able to carry on its work during 

the present emergency has been largely due to a grant of 
£500 received from the Treasury on the recommendation of the Ministry 
of Health. Of this sum, £100 was allocated by the Council to the Mental 
Health Emergency Committee for special regional work, but the greater 
part of this amount was subsequently handed back to the Council to meet 
expenses connected with lectures organized in Lancashire and to contribute 
to the cost of printing the pamphlets on wartime problems of mental 
health referred to earlier in this Report. A reference to the published 
Accounts will show that at March 31st, 1941, there was an unexpended 
balance of £74 2s. 11d., but it should be noted that this amount has been 
earmarked for the purposes referred to above. 

The war has inevitably brought about a fall in the amount of sub- 
scriptions and donations, and the Council’s finances have been further 
affected because of the impossibility of carrying out activities which have 
in the past helped to enlarge its funds. The Council has also had to 
undertake additional commitments, notably a share in the administration 
expenses of the Mental Health Emergency Committee. 

The Council is greatly indebted to all those members and donors who, 
in spite of present difficulties, have continued to subscribe to our funds. 
Financial support is more than ever needed, as the work of the Council 
is constantly expanding, and mental health is not only playing a vital 
part in the present emergency but will continue to do so in the years of 
reconstruction. An urgent appeal is therefore made to all our members 
to continue their help, and to enlist whenever possible the support of 
others. 


Sir Maurice Craig Owing to the present emergency it has not been 
Memorial Fund possible to take any steps in regard to utilizing the 

funds collected by the independent Appeal Com- 
mittee having as its intention the foundation of a ‘* Maurice Craig House ”’ 
in memory of the late Sir Maurice Craig. The moneys, which it is 
understood will in due course be entrusted to the Council, are Ur Ciete 
being held over until more favourable conditions arise. 


Membership of | During the period under review, 12 Full Members 
the Council and 7 Associates joined the Council. There was, 

however, a sharp decline in the total membership, 
which at March 3lst, 1941, stood at 468 as compared with 528 in 1939. 
Resignations were received from 39 Full Members and 19 Associates, 
and the names of 10 members whose subscriptions had lapsed for some 
time were removed from the Council’s Register, 
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The Council suffered a great loss by the death of Viscount Wakefield 
of Hythe, who had been a member of the Committee for several years and 
was one of our most generous benefactors. We also have to record with 
deep regret the death of Professor Edward Mapother and Dr. T. A. Ross, 
who had long been associated with the Council, and who rendered 
distinguished service in the field of psychological medicine. 


Seventeenth Annual The Council’s 17th Annual General Meeting was 
General Meeting held on June 18th, 1940, and was presided over 
by the Vice-Chairman,’ Dr. Helen Boyle. The 
Report and Accounts for the year ended December 31st, 1939, were 
unanimously adopted, and reports on the work of the Standing Com- 
mittees were given respectively by Dr. Alfred Torrie, Dr. Odlum, Dr. 
Denis Carroll and Dr. H. C. Squires.

The Right Hon. Lord Alness and Miss Elizabeth Martland, J.P., were 
elected members of the Committee. 

Messrs. Charles Russell & Company were re-appointed Hon. Solicitors 
and Messrs. Barton, Mayhew & Company, Hon. Auditors. 

On behalf of the Executive Committee Dr. Boyle moved the adoption 
of the following resolution, which was seconded by Dr. Crichton-Miller 
and carried unanimously :— 


‘* That the Council approves the principle of the amalgamation 
of the National Council for Mental Hygiene, Child Guidance 
Council, and the Central Association for Mental Welfare, as 
recommended in the Report of the Feversham Committee on the 
Voluntary Mental Health Services, and authorizes the Executive 
Committee to investigate the matter with the two other bodies 
concerned.”’ 


Dr. Boyle referred to the recently published Report of the Feversham 
Committee in which it was strongly recommended that there should be an 
amalgamation of the principal voluntary mental health organizations in 
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the country, in order to avoid overlapping and to secure economy and 
efficiency of effort. Although it might not be possible to take any definite 
steps in the matter during the war period, owing to financial and other 
difficulties, the Council as a whole was asked to approve the principle 
of amalgamation so that the Executive Committee would then be 
empowered to proceed with the investigation at the first suitable 
opportunity. 

In spite of the war there was a very good attendance at the Public 
Meeting held after the Council Meeting, when Colonel J. R. Rees, M.D., 
M.R.C.P., gave a stimulating and constructive address on Strategic 
Planning for Mental Health. This lecture was subsequently published 
in Mental Health. 


Acknowledgments The Council’s Executive Committee has continued 

to hold monthly meetings, and grateful thanks are 
accorded to all those members who, in spite of travelling and other 
difficulties, have made regular attendances. Acknowledgment is also 
due to the Officers of the Council, Lord Alness, Dr. Helen Boyle, Dr. 
Crichton-Miller and Dr. Doris Odlum for their valuable services, and 
to the Council’s lecturers who have given such generous help in all parts 
of the country. It is owing to the continued support and untiring efforts 
of all these that the Council has been able to carry on its work in existing 
circumstances, and to make a valuable contribution to the national effort. 
Special thanks are tendered to Dr. Odlum for the pamphlets on wartime 
problems which she has prepared for the Council. The warmest thanks 
of the Council are due to our Secretary, Miss de Vere Hunt, who has 
continued to give the same devoted service that it has always received 
from her. She has risen above all wartime difficulties and risks and has 
carried on with unflagging energy and cheerfulness. Miss Peacock, 
our Assistant Secretary, has also proved herself to be a loyal and able 
worker. 

The Council wishes also to express its indebtedness to the Hon. 
Auditors, Messrs. Barton, Mayhew & Company, and to the Hon. Solicitors 
Messrs. Charles Russell & Company, for their valuable services, and to 
Miss Jean MacIntosh, who in addition to undertaking a considerable 
amount of voluntary office work, has made generous gifts to the Council 
of stationery and other office requisites. 
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THE OLDHAM COUNCIL FOR MENTAL HEALTH 
(Affiliated to the National Council for Mental Hygiene)

OWING to the exigencies of war, the activities of the Council have 
been more personal than corporate, each member finding much scope in 
daily work but little time for formal meetings and lectures. 

As the Honorary Secretary has been taking an active part in mental 
welfare throughout the Civil Defence Region, in conjunction with the 
Ministries, local authorities and voluntary organizations, it has been 
possible to keep in touch with the latest developments in child guidance, 
the assistance of refugees and evacuees suffering from nervous and - 
emotional disturbance, the prevention and handling of panic in air raids, 
the care of the feeble-minded and aged bombed out of their homes, the 
mental welfare of industrial workers, problems of juvenile delinquency, 
and other matters of urgency arising out of war conditions. Thanks to 
the ready co-operation of local officials, teachers, doctors and others 
concerned, there has been constant exchange of information and advice. 
A trained psychiatric social worker with a regional office in Manchester 
is now available for emergency work as required, in addition to those 
engaged in specific tasks under various local authorities in different parts 
of the region. Important regional and local developments are in prospect, 
especially with regard to Child Guidance and Juvenile Delinquency. 

During the summer months, Dr. Alan Maberly of London gave 
lectures on behalf of the National Council for Mental Hygiene to many 
hundreds of civil defence workers in Oldham on nervous manifestations 
in time of war, and the prevention and handling of panic. An address 
on more general lines was given by Dr. E. Howard Kitching of Manchester, 
who explained to the ordinary citizen how the stresses and strains of war 
may be met. 

It is worthy of note that the morale of the people remains remarkably 
high, even where air raids have been extremely severe and frequent. 
On the other hand, symptoms of nervous illness due to overstrain and 
anxiety are commonly seen. Evacuation has borne hardly upon the 
children, and a great deal of emergency psychiatry has become necessary 
among those who show signs of instability. 

The break-up of family life through the absence of men on service, 
the migration of workers, and the need for women in industry bring in 
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their train a number of formidable problems of mental adjustment. 
Black-out conditions and other departures from normal, bAPBY life 
impose heavy strains upon many. 

With the aftermath of the last war in mind, every effort is now ees 
made to prevent breakdowns of health and conduct, and to minimize as 
far as possible the ill effects of the difficult times in which we live. The 
importance of psychological medicine is being increasingly recognized in 
the Services. There is still much to be done before its benefits can be 
brought within reach of all civilians, and to that end official and voluntary 
agencies are working in close co-operation. 


THE BATH AND BRISTOL MENTAL HEALTH 
SOCIETY

Owing to war conditions, the Bath and Bristol Mental Health Society 
has had temporarily to suspend its activities. Several very successful 
meetings were held between January and June, 1940, and a programme of 
work was drawn up for the winter months. The heavy raids last autumn 
made it difficult, however, to proceed with plans made, and it was not 
considered advisable to hold meetings for the. time being.
